Corrections and Clarifications 


On February 19, 2013, 1 
sought to have an audience 
with the Legislature to 
provide accurate information 
about some issues that 
were circulating and to 
clear my name regarding 
misinformation that was 
rumored about my termination 
from employment at Ho- 
Chunk Gaming Madison. 

An account of that 
testimony to the Legislature 
appeared in a front-page 
article in an ensuing issue 
of the Hocak Worak. After 
review of said column, 

I would like to offer 
some corrections and/ 
or clarifications. In most 
instances, space does not 
allow for detailed explanation 
of several of the issues 
brought forth, but I am in 
the process of authoring a 
comprehensive report that 
will contain great detail into 
all that I witnessed while the 
Executive Manager at Ho- 
Chunk Gaming Madison. All 
in all, the front-page column 
captured the essence of my 
testimony. 

The Food and Beverage 
Manager was not fired on 
February 1 , 2012. I do not 
possess the hie, but if memory 
serves me correctly, I released 
him from employment some 


time in September 2012. The 
Chief Financial Officer has 
not been fired as of yet. That 
was a more delicate matter 
in that she has so carefully 
weaved herself into a position 
whereby she has made herself 
virtually irreplaceable, I was 
in the process of forcing her 
to divulge her knowledge and 
experience onto the rest of her 
staff; I was affecting a system 
of cross-training the Finance 
Department. 

This person has a record of 
turnover in her department 
with key employees because 
of her severe mistreatment of 
employees and her absence of 
quality direction, leadership 
and support of her direct 
underlings - likely motivated 
by her desire to insulate 
herself from an employee 
becoming as knowledgeable 
as her, thus protecting her 
own position. She is a 
primary reason that the Ho- 
Chunk Nation unnecessarily 
maintained an extensive 
“temporary” open-ended 
contract with high-priced 
Baker Tilly accountants. 

She is on record as having 
refused to interview a 
Tribal member employee 
for a lower-end Accountant 
position, despite that Tribal 
member having served several 


years in gaming as a Chief 
Financial Officer, reportedly 
citing the Tribal person’s 
background as lacking 
“minimum qualifications.” 
This apparent violation of 
our Ho-Chunk Preference 
law was perpetuated against 
an enrolled Tribal member 
who is married to an enrolled 
Tribal member and who is a 
parent of an enrolled Tribal 
member. Acquiescing in 
this matter would have been 
the EM at that time and 
the Executive Director of 
Personnel. 

At the Exit Discussion 
with IGS representative 
Michael Auger, he stated 
emphatically, “You have a 
very dangerous” situation in 
your Finance Department. 

He went on to state that with 
the hoarding of information 
that the CFO maintains, if she 
were to suddenly disappear, 
the department - without 
proper training and direction 
and an over-reliance of her 
own various duties - might 
well collapse, leaving several 
critical reports left to be 
undone and leaving the 
facility vulnerable to a variety 
of violations. Hence, my 
plan to deliberately get her 
to cross-train, then take the 
necessary corrective action 


against her for her culpability 
in the $2 million F&B losses. 

The Variance Policy also 
requires further detailed 
review, but for the sake of 
brevity, I offer the following. 
The actual loss incurred 
in 2011 at HCGM was 
just under $10,000. It was 
accurately reported that there 
is a quirk in the language 
in the Variance Policy that 
essentially allows for a one- 
time forgiveness of a variance 
of $100 or more. 

The Hocak Worak-reported 
near-ten thousand dollar loss/ 
variance occurred prior to my 
taking the job as Executive 
Manager at HCGM, and 
in fact, occurred under the 
watch of the most recent 
former Executive Director of 
Business while she was the 
EM at that facility. 

Upon inheriting this mess, 

I sought from my predecessor 
and new supervisor, Executive 
Director of Business, an 
amended version of the 
Variance Policy. I thought 
it was exceptionally obvious 
that the Nation needed to 
safeguard itself against 
future nearly-unrecoverable 
variances through a change 
of language in this policy. As 
I indicated in my Tuesday 
January 24, 2012 e-mail 


to then-Executive Director 
of Business, it was not in 
my purview to affect the 
necessary amendments; 
that was in her realm of 
responsibility. 

Well over a year has elapsed 
since that near $10,000 loss 
for the Ho-Chunk Nation, 
and yet to date, it is my 
understanding that no such 
protections of the Nation’s 
assets were ever implemented 
via a simple re-write of 
this section of the Variance 
Policy. The Nation remains 
vulnerable to similar human 
error that appeared to lead 
to the near-ten thousand 
dollar loss and/or to deceitful 
intentional manipulation 
of the policy for personal 
monetary gain! 

As previously mentioned, 
regarding these and other 
problematic issues that I 
encountered as the Executive 
Manager at HCGM, I am 
continually drafting detailed 
reports to forward for 
eventual corrective action.

Article IV. General Council 

Section 1 ., Powers of the General Council. “The 
People of the Ho-Chunk Nation hereby grant all inher- 
ent sovereign powers to the General Council. All 
eligible voters of the Ho-Chunk Nation are entitled to 
participate in General Council.” 

Section 3.. Powers Retained by the General Council. 

Item (a); “The General Council retains the power to 

set policy for the Nation.” 

The right to vote is a serious personal duty. The right 
to set policy for the Nation should be a very serious 
issue for those who attend the General Council meet- 
ing. The reason for this article is that the “integrity 
of the vote” is being compromised by voting devices 
that are left unattended during the time of the General 
Council meeting. I feel that we, as members of the 
General Council, need to take the responsibility much 
more seriously while doing our duty to set policy for 
the Nation. What can be done to remedy this matter? 
Tribal members, what corrective measures do you 
suggest? We are asking the Tribal people for answers 
to this issue as something needs to be done to effec- 
tively address this concern. 

My name is Marvin Decorah, Sr. and I live in Sha- 
wano County. I serve as the GCA Representative for 
the Wittenberg Area and I serve as Chairperson for the 
GCA Representatives. I write this letter as a genu- 
inely concerned Tribal member.

A letter was mailed from the Ho-Chunk Child Support Enforcement Agency to all male tribal members born between 
the years 1966 - 1996. I understand that this letter is very confusing to many people. Please allow me to explain the 
letter further. 

First, I would like to assure you that your personal information was not given to me from enrollment. That information 
remained in the enrollment department. I asked enrollment how many male members we have that was born 
between the years 1966 - 1996. With that information, I drafted a very generic letter regarding the reimbursement of 
State owed birth expenses. The department of enrollment completed the labels. I attached the labels to the 
envelopes and left them in the department of enrollment to be mailed. Unfortunately, I am not able to identify who is 
a father and who is not, nor, am I able to tell if the children were born in Wisconsin or not. That information may be in 
Enrollment but it is confidential and not available to me. Therefore, the letter I wrote needed to be mailed to all male 
tribal members born between the years 1966 - 1996. I realize this letter may not pertain too many of you; however it 
was necessary to reach those few who are still paying state owed birth expenses. 

This letter will NOT pertain to you in the following situations: 

1 . If you are not a father and have no children, 

2. If you have children that were not born in Wisconsin, 

3. If you were married at the time your children were born, 

4. If you had children in Wisconsin but were never assessed birth expense paid by the State. 

This letter does pertain to you if the ALL of the following is true: 

1 . You have a child who was born in Wisconsin and were assessed birth expenses. These would be noted on 
your account statement as LYIN ASGNA; and 

2. You had a balance due as of June 18, 2010. 

As of June 18, 2010, all birth expenses owing to the State of Wisconsin by a tribal member were to be eliminated. 
Unfortunately some counties continue to withhold monies from tribal members for State paid birth expenses. I am 
trying to return money back to the tribal member, which was paid to the State of Wisconsin for birth expenses after 
June 18, 2010. To do this I need to know who may have money due to them. 

The list of members that are male born between the years 1966 - 1996 is very long. I am asking you to contact the 
child support agency if this letter does not apply to you, so I can eliminate your name from the list. I will not be 
submitting the names to the State of Wisconsin until March 20, 2013. You can ask to be taken off of the list by calling 
(715) 284-2622 ext 1391, or by submitting an e-mail to the following addresses: linda.moser-buse@ho-chunk.com or 
roxanne.musstajho-chunk.com . Thank you for your assistance.

When it comes to being healthy, sweet treats are 
often considered off-limits. However, being healthy 
means enjoying all foods in moderation. The key is 
to select healthier foods more often and to limit how 
often you have sweet treats as well as how much 
you have. Sweet treats can be sugar- sweetened 
beverages, dessert foods or sugary snack foods. 
Limiting sweet treats will help improve your health 
as well as allow you to enjoy them more since 
they will truly be a treat. You can also make a few 
simple changes when baking to make your sweet 
treats healthier. Following are some tips to help you 
satisfy your sweet tooth in a healthy way. 

FOR BEVERAGES 

Instead of sugary drinks such as soda, sports/ 
energy drinks & juice have: 

Flavored water or tea 

o Some do have sugar and calories so look at the 
labels to avoid these 

o Flavor them yourself using juice from a lemon, 
lime and/or orange & artificial sweetener 

• Or you could add a splash of juice 

o Enjoy cold or hot & if purchasing - there are 
many varieties available 

o Water is an excellent choice when you consider 
that one 8 oz can of soda per day could lead to a 15 


pound weight gain in 1 year 
o Adequate water consumption is essential for 
good health & it helps with weight control 

Fruit 

o Fresh or frozen are both good options 
o For canned fruit, choose light syrup or better yet 
drain the juice & only have the fruit 
o Sauces, such as applesauce, are good options too 
- stick with unsweetened ones though 
Yogurt 

o Fat-free or low-fat options are best 
o Sweeten plain yogurt with fruit, artificial 
sweetener, cinnamon & vanilla extract 


FOR BAKING 

Replace half the amount of fat (such as oil or 
butter) with unsweetened applesauce 

Substitute !4 cup egg whites or nonfat egg 
substitute for each whole egg 

Use olive or canola oil instead of butter or 
margarine

FOR STORE-BOUGHT 

Select sugar-free/light- sugar and/or fat-free/low- 
fat varieties 

Frozen fruit bars/yogurt are better than ice cream 
options - select fat-free or low-fat 

If a sweet treat is the size of your hand it is 
approximately 400 calories - which for many 
people is almost a quarter of their daily needs 
o Keep treats to the size of a finger instead which 
is approximately 100 calories

AIDS and its impact in their 
community, work together 
to encourage testing and 
HIV counseling, and to help 
decrease the stigma associated 
with HIV/AIDS. It is a time 
to reflect on those who have 
passed as well as those who 
are currently infected and 
affected by HIV/AIDS - a 
“Celebration of Life” for all 
Native people. 

What is HIV? Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus 
(HIV) is a virus that attacks 
the immune system. In a 
person with HIV this virus 
is in blood, semen or vaginal 
secretions, and breast milk. 
HIV is transmitted through 
unprotected vaginal and 
anal sex, injection drug use, 
pregnant mom to unborn 
baby, and exposure to the 
blood of an infected person. 
You cannot get HIV from 


saliva, hugging, sharing 
utensils, holding hands, and 
toilet seats! HIV leads to 
Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome (AIDS). There is 
no cure for HIV or AIDS . 

How can you prevent HIV? 
Use a condom every time you 
have sex. Practice monogamy. 
Practice abstinence. Talk 
with your partner about his/ 
her sexual history. Use clean 
needles every time. Get tested 
for sexually transmitted 
infections/diseases. Talk to 
your children about safe sex. 
GET TESTED for HIV! 

What is the HIV test and 
where can you get one: 

The Ho-Chunk Nation HIV 
Prevention Program offers 
an oral test for HIV called 
the OraQuick Rapid test. 

This test looks for HIV 
antibodies. It is a quick swab 
of the gums. This test only 
takes 20 minutes and requires 
no blood! These tests are 
available at both Ho-Chunk 
Nation clinics and through the 
HIV prevention Program.

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Pain, Addiction, and Overdose Prevention: 

Ho-Chunk Nation Department of Health services available

In 2011, the President of the United States 
released a ‘Call to Action’ paper titled “Epidemic: 
Responding to America’s Prescription Drug Abuse 
Crisis”, which states ‘Prescription drug abuse is 
the Nation’s fastest growing drug problem’. The 
prescription drug abuse crisis includes the following 
medications: (1) opioids: Oxycontin® (oxycodone), 
Vicodin® (acetaminophen/hydrocodone); (2) 
central nervous system (CNS) depressants: like 
Xanax® (alprazolam), Klonopin® (clonezepam); 
and (3) stimulants: Ritalin® (methylphenidate), 
Adderall®(amphetamine/dextroamphetamine). 
These medications are available by prescription and 
have the potential to be abused, that is being used 
for purposes of getting high or being sold to make 
money. 

The opioids are “painkillers” and can cause a 
euphoric effect similar to that of heroin. When 
taken in excess, opioids can suppress breathing to 
a fatal degree. Overdose deaths from prescription 
painkillers have skyrocketed in the past decade. 
Every year, nearly 15,000 people die from 
overdoses involving these drugs— more than those 
who die from heroin and cocaine combined. 1 About 
1 in 10 American Indian or Alaska Natives age 12 
or older used prescription painkillers for nonmedical 
reasons in the past year, compared to 1 in 20 whites 
and 1 in 30 blacks2. Overdoses, whether intentional 
or unintentional, from prescription painkillers have 
reached epidemic proportions in the United States; 
sadly American Indians suffer more from this than 
the general population. As a result, the Ho-Chunk 
Nation Department of Health has taken a proactive 
and innovative approach to pain management and 
prevention of abuse and potential overdose of 
opiates. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation health care staff is aware 
of and understands the complexity of pain and the 
dangers of prescribing opiate pain medications. 
Consequently, an integrated team approach to 
treating pain symptoms safely without the use 
of opioid medications as well as preventing and 
treating addiction disorders has been developed. 

The integrated team consists of medical providers, 
mental health clinicians, alcohol and other drugs of 
abuse counselors, pharmacists, nurses, community 
health, nutrition, and other health care professionals. 
This approach is consistent with the mission of the 
Department of Health: To optimize wellness in our 
patients; in doing so, we are committed to the Ho- 
Chunk cultural philosophy of complete physical, 
mental, social and spiritual well-being. The patient 
is viewed more holistically and is at the center of 
our care; instead of a focus on their symptoms or 
chronic disease. This approach is so innovative and 
advanced that it is getting national attention from 
the Substance Abuse and Mental Health Services 
Administration (SAMHSA) and from the Indian 
Health Services (IHS) as well as attention from the 
state. This integrated team approach was recognized 
and applauded by the Accreditation Association 
for Ambulatory Health Care (AAAHC) during the 
recent survey in January 2013, helping result in 
a full, 3 -year (maximum allowable) accreditation 
award. This accreditation means that individuals 
served by our health team are given the highest

quality of health care possible. 

In order to better address addiction to and 
withdrawal from opiates and alcohol, a specialized 
team has been developed. In some instances, it 
is possible to detoxify a person from opioids and 
alcohol while the person remains in their home 
environment until a medication called Vivitrol is 
administered. Vivitrol is a once a month injection 
that helps reduce and eliminate addiction cravings, 
which helps the individual remain sober and gain 
more from their behavioral health therapy sessions. 
Further, this team offers individual psychotherapy, 
groups sessions that teach mindfulness and 
movement, and pain symptom management with 
medications that are not addictive or dangerous. 

The Department of Health staff is committed to 
the health and safety of our patients and community, 
ensuring that cultural beliefs are honored and 
practiced when healing the mind, body, and 
spirit.

Anyone caught illegally disclosing 
personal protected health information is subject 
to termination of employment, Federal fines, and 
possibly prison time. We consider this matter 
with the utmost importance and seriousness; do 
not let this be the reason that you do not make the 
appointment that can change your life or the life of 
your loved ones. Pinagigi.

A Prescription for Safe Communities 

STEP 1: STORE SAFELY 

Parents are in an influential position to reduce teen access to drugs because these drugs are found in the home. 

• If possible, keep all medicines, both prescription and over-the-counter, in a safe place, such as a locked cabinet. 

• Start by taking note of how many pills are in each of your prescription bottles. 

• Keep track of your refills. This goes for your own medication, as well as for other members of the household. The 
need to for refills more often than expected may indicate the need for closer monitoring. 

• If your teen has been prescribed a drug, be sure you control the medication, and monitor dosages and refills. 

• Make sure your friends and relatives, especially grandparents, are also aware of the risks. 

• Talk to other families about the importance of helping safeguard medications. 

STEP 2: DISPOSE PROPERLY 

Safely disposing expired or unused prescription medications is a critical step in helping protect your teens and the 
environment. Help safeguard your family and home and decrease youth access 

• Unless the directions on the packaging say otherwise, do not flush medication down the drain or toilet. 

• To help prevent unauthorized refills and protect you and your family’s privacy, remove any personal, identifiable 
information from prescription bottles or pill packages before you throw them away. 

• Teenagers may retrieve discarded prescription drugs from the trash. To help prevent this from happening, mix the 
medication with an undesirable substance, such as used coffee grounds or kitty litter. Put the mi xture into an 
empty can or bag and discard. 

• Take unused medications to a local drop off site on designated days. 

STEP 3: DO NOT SHARE 

Teens abuse prescription drugs because they are easily accessible and either free or inexpensive. In fact, 64 percent of 
youth ages 12 to 17 who have abused pain relievers say they got them from their friends or relatives, 
typically without their knowledge. 

• It is illegal and dangerous to share medications. 

• If you take another person’s prescription for over-the-counter medication, you could be putting yourself at risk for 
negative medication interaction or side effects 

• If you have a health problem, see your provider, have your symptoms evaluated, and use the treatment 
recommended for you.

Well, that didn’t take long. 

The University of 
Wisconsin men’s basketball 
team tapped out an SOS with 
yet another dismal offensive 
performance Thursday night 
at Michigan State and, almost 
as if on cue, a potential 
answer to the Badgers’ 
distress signal showed up 
Friday morning at the Kohl 
Center. 

Bronson Koenig has some 
unfinished business before he 
slips on a UW jersey, namely 
winning a second WIAA state 
championship in three years, 
but the 6-foot- 3 point guard 
showed during La Crosse 
Aquinas’ 61-51 victory over 
Little Chute in a Division 3 
semifinal that he’s exactly 
what the Badgers need. 

Koenig finished with 14 
points and four assists, but 
the numbers don’t remotely 
do justice to the impact 
he had on the game or the 


“wow” plays he delivered. 

His uncanny ability to 
penetrate into the lane and 
find an open teammate, often 
with a creative pass, set up 
everything Aquinas did on 
offense. 

Aquinas coach Rick 
Schneider called UW “very, 
very lucky” to have Koenig 
coming to Madison in the 
fall and few would argue 
that point after watching his 
flashy yet consistently on-the- 
mark passing and his ability 
to score off the dribble, all 
against a strong Little Chute 
defense. 

“Any time that you have 
a guy like Bronson, a player 
of that caliber that is that 
good and is that unselfish, 
it makes everybody else 
better,” Schneider said.

to create for either himself or 
his teammates. 

“We had four guys (score) 
in double digits today,” 
Schneider said. “Well, that 
doesn’t happen if Bronson 
isn’t that unselfish. So 
Wisconsin gets that now. They 
get a guy that when they’re 
struggling to score the ball, 
they can put it in his hands 
and he might not score but 
he’s going to get somebody 
else a basket. All of us Badger 
fans are looking forward to 
seeing that.” 

In part because people were 
looking forward to seeing 
Koenig, attendance at the 
morning session nearly hit 
16,000. One veteran ticket 
broker outside the Kohl 
Center said ticket prices for 
the session were the highest 
he could remember. 

Not all of that was for 
Koenig, of course, but 
Badgers fans are getting a bit 
desperate after the offensive 
struggles of recent seasons. 
Koenig, who signed with 
UW in November, has the 
ball-handling skills, court 
vision, competitiveness, size 
and athleticism to deliver 
whatever his team needs. 

He opened the game by 
sinking a 3-point shot and 
sealed the verdict on a 
drive down the lane with 1 
minute, 27 seconds to play. 

In between, he dazzled 
onlookers with his instinctive 
passing, including no-look 
and behind-the-back bounce 
passes. He also guarded 6-6 
Turner Botz, Little Chute’s 
leading scorer and a UW- 
Green Bay recruit.

Indeed, if there was a 
theme regarding Koenig’s 
play Friday, it was that he is a 
natural-born point guard.

Then you throw in his 
defense. Defending the best 
player most of the time. 

Settling 
everybody else down. He has 
a lot of responsibility. 

“I read things about 
shooting and shooters and he 
does it all. Even offensively. 
Put him at the block, he can 
score. Put him on a wing, 
he can come off screens and 
score. Put the ball in his 
hand, he can come off a ball 
screen and get to the rim. 
Every aspect of his game is 
dynamite. That’s what makes 
him so special.

Expect Increased Construction Traffic from Highway 54 to the Wastewater Treatment 
Plant following Mission Road, Pettibone Pass and Wa Ka Ja Huk Roads 



The wastewater treatment facility, at the end of Wa Ka 
Ja Huk Road in the Indian Mission area, will undergo 
an expansion this spring, resulting in increased truck 
traffic.

The Ho-Chunk Nation will 
be expanding their wastewater 
treatment plant located west 
of Indian Mission. The 
project became necessary 
to provide capacity at the 
plant to handle plans for 
more housing, a possible 
community center and more 
business development. In 
addition, the current facility 


was in need of an upgrade 
to continue to meet the 
requirements of the WI DNR 
Permit. 

The expansion project 
has been in the planning 
stage for several years and 
was officially approved in 
November of 20 12. The 
Wastewater Treatment 
Plant upgrade will double 
the existing capacity and 
will correct some serious 


operational and safety issues 
at the facility. Dangerous 
hydrogen sulfide gases 
will be eliminated with 
the construction of a new 
headworks building. A new 
process tank will be added 
to meet the requirements of 
reducing phosphorus from 
the waste stream. There will 
be a new oxidation ditch and 
improvements to the sludge 
process. The new expansion 
is projected to provide enough 
capacity for the next 20 years. 

The project has 
been awarded to Staab 
Construction of Marshfield, 
WI. They have completed 
many projects previously 
for the Ho-Chunk Nation, 
including the original 
construction of the Wazee 
Wastewater Treatment Plant 
in 1994. Construction will 
begin in March or April and 
this will mean increased 
truck traffic along Mission 
Road, Pettibone Pass and 
WaKaJaHuk Roads. This 
will be on-going for the 


duration of the summer and 
into the fall of 2013. In 
addition, to the construction 
at the wastewater treatment 
plant, a new sewer main 
will be installed which will 
begin at the intersection of 
WhiteHawk and Low Cloud 
Road in Sandpillow and 
extend to the intersection 
of Sandpillow Road and 
Rave Trail. The existing lift 
station in Sandpillow will be 
eliminated. 

Residents are asked to be 


vigilant about safety on the 
roads with the increased 
traffic and to avoid any of the 
construction areas, if possible. 
Children and adults should 
stay away from the fenced 
in areas and construction 
equipment to prevent any 
injuries. Concerns about 
safety issues can be reported 
to the Environmental Health 
Department at 715-284-9851 .

When his term started in July 2009 
there was already a task force from 
the legislative body looking into 
establishing a fourth gaming location 
as stated in the tribes compact with the 
state of Wisconsin since 1992. 

The tribe has considered other 
locations in the past, such as LaCrosse 
and Hobart Wisconsin. There was also 
talk of looking into the Milwaukee 


area. At that time these were 
essentially the only areas talked about 
as potential casino locations. 

At that time the Hobart community 
was not interested in having Indian 
Gaming and had expressed that to 
tribal officials. The city of LaCrosse 
was approached and the city was 
interested but after a referendum was 
defeated, talks with the city stopped. 

After looking at these situations 
the business department hired an 


innovation study group. This group’s 
job was to evaluate potential building 
sites for possible Indian Gaming 
business. They look at the population 
of the area, average wage of the area, 
and how much money is spent on 
entertainment. Their findings indicated 
that Beloit would be the best possible 
location for the tribe to consider for 
their fourth casino site with a possible 
earning of about 100 million dollars a 
year after expenses. 

The group and the BIA also 
looked at any other obstructions that 
could affect moving forward on the 
Beloit location, these being if the 
Nation owns and controls the land, 
has a working relationship with the 
city, if the city and tribe have an 
intergovernmental agreement with the 
city and the county, and if there are 
aboriginal ties to the location, all of 
which the tribe has. 

The other thing the BIA looks at is 
the possible opposition of other tribes 
that may come with your application. 
The only other tribe that may have had 
an issue with our Beloit choice was 
the Potawatomi. After a meeting with 
the Potawatomi tribe they decided that 
they had no issue with our prospective 
gaming site. 

“Keep in mind that this project will 
be the first for the Ho-Chunk Nation 
where we actually go through the 
whole process of going from buying 
a piece of land and going through the 
process of putting the land in trust, 
that wasn’t previously in trust, for the 
purpose of gaming. All of our other 
gaming lands were already in trust.” 
John said. 

In 2011 the team had finished 
negotiations with the city of Beloit 
and the county of Rock and had 
brought to the table for legislative 
consideration an intergovernmental 
agreement that would end up being 
signed by the city of Beloit, Rock 
County and the Ho-Chunk Nation. 

The city of Beloit and Rock County 
Board unanimously passed the 
agreement. The Ho-Chunk Nation 
subsequently passed a resolution to 


sign the intergovernmental agreement 
which allowed the Nation to than start 
the process of putting the fee to trust 
application in to the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs. 

Conditions outlined in the draft 
intergovernmental agreement between 
Beloit, Rock County and the Ho- 
Chunk call for the Nation to make net 
win payments on a quarterly schedule. 
Those payments, to be made directly 
to the city, will be equal to 2 percent 
of the facility’s quarterly net winnings. 

The city will keep 70 percent of 
that money for itself. The county will 
receive the remaining 30 percent. 

Beloit’s Ho-Chunk casino will 
initially feature 2,000 slots and 50 
table games and will permanently 
employ 1,000 to 2,000 individuals, 
Nation representatives have previously 
said. 

The casino will be 145,000 square 
feet and will be accompanied by a 
number of other amenities, including 
a 300-room hotel, 35,000-square-foot 
convention center, restaurants and 
related support facilities. 

About 500 construction jobs will be 
created through its build, Ho-Chunk 
officials have said. 

“Having done that, the piece of 
property that the Nation purchased 
in Beloit had previously had options 
on that land by the St. Croix and Bad 
River Tribe and had environmental 
impact studies done on the property, 
so having purchased the land that had 
the environmental impact study done 
already gave us an advantage because 
we just needed to do some upgrade on 
the study.” He added. 

Before the Nation can start any 
actual construction the land has to be 
out into trust. 

Typically a fee to trust application 
for the Ho-Chunk Nation has taken 
anywhere from 16 to 18 months and 
possibly up to 2 years. After that is 
complete than the Nation can move 
forward on how to accomplish the 
project.

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In a dog’s life 

New pet grooming business joins labor and love

Toni Thayer ‘s doing what 
she loves and loves what she’s 
doing. 

She recently opened her 
own business, Toni’s Pro- 
fessional Pet Grooming, at 
W9149 Wa Ka Ja Huk Road 
in the Mission area of Black 
River Falls. Normal business 
hours are from 8 a. m. to 5 
p.m. Monday through Friday, 
evenings and Saturdays by 
appointment. Grand Opening 
for the business is set from 10 
a.m. to 3 p.m. March 23. 

The new business has a 
spacious area for groom- 
ing tables, dog crates, cages, 
a raised bathtub for giving 
small dogs baths and a shower 
stall for the larger breeds. 

It is a culmination of Toni’s 
lifetime of love for animals 
and it allows her to ex- 
hibit that love to the animals 
through their care. Although 
she has worked at other pro- 
fessions, her heart has always

been drawing her back to 
working with animals. She 
knew she had a connection 
with them even as a child. 
Growing up in the Black Riv- 
er Falls area, she worked on 
a nearby friend’s farm just to 
be able to be around animals. 
Often she stayed on the farm 
during summers. In her mind, 
she decided that she would 
like to work professionally 
with animals one day. 

“I liked what veterinarians 
did,” she said. 

When she got older, she fol- 
lowed her dreams by moving 
to Minnesota and worked in a 
veterinary clinic. A pet store 
was attached to the clinic, 
which also employed a dog 
groomer. When the groomer 
quit the job, the owner asked 
if Toni would want to fill the 
position. 

Toni agreed to work as 
a groomer, so she attended 
classes at the Twin Cities 
School of Pet Grooming 
in Blaine, Minnesota. She 
learned how to groom all 
breeds of dogs, which re- 
quired different styles for 
different breeds. She worked 
at that job a number of years 
before her personal life took 
her to different parts of the 
country.

The effort is a culmination of Toni’s 
lifelong love of animals. 


Toni returned to the area 
from Hawaii in 1993, a friend 
who owned a veterinary clinic 
needed a groomer in Winona, 
Minnesota. Turned out the 
job was much more than that 
and she worked in all areas, 
including as a veterinarian 
assistant. She performed 
teeth cleaning, blood draws, 
surgery assistant, pet patient 
care. 

At the same time, Toni was 
taking classes to become an 
Emergency Medical Techni- 
cian (EMT) at Riverland 
Technical College, where she 
received advanced training. 

“It all worked together with 
pets,” she said. “I could use 
my medical training to help 
owners with their pets. When 
grooming them, she would 
look for health issues, such as 
lumps, skin conditions, prob- 
lems in the mouth. She also 
helped educate clients about 
their dogs, such as informa- 
tion about different types of 
food and general care. 

Toni received an associate 
degree in science from Roch- 
ester Community College 
while grooming and work- 
ing as an EMT. In 1996, she 
returned to her hometown, 
Black River Falls. 

Dog grooming is a neces- 
sary component of dog own- 
ership, not just for appear- 
ances, but also for the health 
of the animal. For instance, if 
a dog isn’t properly groomed, 
they develop mattes in their 
fur. The matting can cause 
skin irritation, and even open 
sores which can become in- 
fected. Also when matting 
occurs, the skins isn’t able to 
breathe properly, causing the 
dog to have heat regulation 
problems since animals’ body 
heat is partially regulated by 
air circulation. 

Other problems occur that 
can be checked by regular 
grooming, such as correct- 
ing parasite problems. Fleas 
and intestinal worms can 
be caught in an early stage, 
therefore sparing the dog dis- 
comfort and preventing the 
spread to other pets. 

Some breeds of dogs grow 
hair within their ear canals. 
That hair has to be removed 
on a regular basis or else 
plugs develop, causing di- 
minished hearing and even 
damage due to lack of air cir- 
culation. 

Toni also advocates for 
proper vaccinations of the 
pets. Some of the parasites 
and diseases can cause per- 
manent disabilities, such as 
blindness, and some parasites 
are transmittable to humans. 

Uncut nails can damage feet 
and cause problem with nor- 
mal functions, such as walk- 
ing. Also, when a nail rips 
out, it is painful and becomes 
infected. 

Dogs running loose have 
their own kind of dangers, 
such as being hit by vehicles 
and attacks by other animals. 
But the humane thing to do 
would make sure they’re 
current on vaccinations and 
worming so they aren’t catch- 
ing those diseases and spread- 


ing them to other dogs. 

And when Toni gets done 
grooming them, the dogs 
often feel a boost in their self- 
esteem. 

“They’ll strut around as if 
to say, ‘Look at me. I’m so 
pretty,”’ Toni said. 

Being professionally 
trained, Toni believes she can 
offer dog owners the proper 
cut for their pooch. 

“I know the different breeds 
and the proper cuts for those 
breeds,” she said. “Also, I 
know how to make creative 
designs, such as lion manes 
on dogs, and puff-balls like 
the ones on poodles, and de- 
signs trimmed into their hair.” 

She has found that dogs en- 
joy being pampered and often 
will jump onto the grooming 
table and wait for her to be- 
gin. 

“They feel good and they 
feel clean,” she said. 

Toni likes to help dog own- 
ers by providing them with 
advice. For instance, some- 
times it is difficult to brush 
the teeth of an older dog. But 
if the procedure is started 
when it’s a puppy and so ac- 
climated to the process, dogs 
will enjoy the experience. 

“Animals are great, but you 
need to take care of them,” 
she said. “Their needs are 
just as important as humans’ 
needs.” 

It’s really important to have 
the dogs socialized, she said. 
Owners can become in trouble 
when a dog misbehaves and 
even bites someone. 

Also, people need to know 
the different breeds and their 
living requirements before 
obtaining one. Some are ap- 
propriate to be a strictly house 
dog while others need a lot 
of outdoor exercise, which 
means the owner has to take 
them on outings. 

“If someone doesn’t know 
the requirements of a particu- 


lar breed and isn’t willing to 
provide them and train them 
properly, then they shouldn’t 
have them,” she said. 

Dogs need to be shown 
love by their owners. They 
also need to be used to being 
touched gently handled in a 
way to build trust between 
owner and companion. And 
hitting isn’t an appropriate ac- 
tion when correcting improper 
behavior. It just undermines 
the trust you build with a dog. 
There are more gentle ways of 
getting your friend to under- 
stand. 

Puppies should first be 
brought for grooming when 
they are three months old, 
although it is not so much for 
grooming, but to acclimate 
them to the surroundings, 
smell and sounds, and so 
they know what actions taken 
when grooming. 

They should come back 
at 4 months and then on a 
routine basis, depending on 
the breed and coat of the 
dog. Each type of dog is dif- 
ferent and may need less or 
more maintenance. For in- 


stance, long hair breeds, such 
as Shih tzu or Lhasa Apso, 
need to be groomed every 
four weeks if maintained as a 
long-haired dog, or every six 
weeks if kept as a short-haired 
dog. Golden retrievers need 
grooming every two to three 
months and short-hair breeds 
such as German shepherds 
need every two to three times 
a year. 

Cats should have a bath 
and a nail trim every three 
months. 

There are special times 
when dogs should be taken to 
be groomed, even when they 
don’t need a haircut. Short 
hair breeds such as Labradors 
shed heavily twice a year. 
That’s when they should be 
taken to her for a de-shedding 
treatment, she said. 

“I just love dogs and cats. 
This job allows me to get to 
know many of them - but 
then they get to go home,” 
Toni said. “I really enjoy 
them.”

Harry “The Ho-Chunk Hammer” Funmaker 
transitions to trainer and mentor for top 
contender “King” Carlos Molina

On February 1 , “King” Carlos Molina fought 
Cory “Next Generation” Spinks at the UIC Pavil- 
ion. The fight was televised and the main event on 
ESPN’s Friday Night Fights. Billed as an IBF ju- 
nior middleweight title eliminator, Molina went on 
to earn the unanimous decision. 

Tribal member and former pro boxer, Harry “the 
Ho-Chunk Hammer” Funmaker has been a part of 
the Molina camp since day one. Funmaker takes 
pride in helping out young boxers work their way 
through the behind the scenes of the professional 
boxing world. Funmaker remembers when Carlos 
first came into the gym wanting to become a boxer. 
He said, “I first met King at Soaring Eagles Boxing 
Club in Oneida, Wisconsin.”

Molina remembers, “I watched boxing and started 
loving it. I’d put myself in a fighter’s situation and 
ask what I would have done.” Molina began train- 
ing and working in Funmaker ’s corner. Funmaker 
said, “He worked in my comer for about a dozen 
fights.” Molina credits Funmaker with building his 
confidence and showing him the way. He said, “I 
look up to him. He has a lot of experience in the 
boxing world.” 

Throughout his professional boxing career, 

“King” Carlos Molina has a record of 21 wins-5 
losses-2 draws. Molina was (8-1) when he fought 
former WBC middleweight champion, Julio Cesar 
Chavez Jr. (23-0-0), in Mexico on December 16, 
2005. Many in the crowd that night thought Molina 
won the fight, but the fight was ruled a draw. The 
two met again, where Chavez Jr. won a majority 
decision. 

Molina then went 0-2, then 9-0. He won the 
WBO NABO light middleweight title by beating 
Danny Perez in a unanimous decision on June 2009. 
He then took nearly two years off when he and his 
promoter, Don King, had a contract dispute. 

March 2011, Molina fought undefeated Cuban 
southpaw, Olympic gold medalist Erislandy Lara to 
his second draw. Again, those at ringside thought 
Molina should have won the decision. 

March 2012, Molina fought James Kirkland in 
WBO NABO middleweight title fight. Molina 
dominated Kirkland throughout the fight, but was 
disqualified when one of his corner men entered the 
ring before the round ended. 

Molina earned unanimous decision over Damian 
Frias in August 2012. 

On Febmary 23 , Ishe “Sugar Shay” Smith earned

a split decision and capturing the IBF junior middle 
weight title from Cornelius “K-9” Bundrage in 
Detroit, Michigan. This fight was the other elimina- 
tor to set up the title fight between the four fight- 
ers. Smith now wants to work out a title fight with 
Molina. The fight may be on the undercard of 
May weather vs. Guerrero on May 4 in Las Vegas, 
Nevada. 

Funmaker is the motivator Molina wants in his 
corner. Molina said, “He helps me a lot with the 
mental part of the game. When I fought Julio Cesar 
Chavez Jr., I was nervous. His dad is a boxing leg- 
end. Hammer helped me get mental ready. He got 
me to the next level.”

This determination 
may be appealed to the Committee on Tribal Enrollment (contact the Office of Tribal Enrollment) by any adult (18 years and older) enrolled Ho-Chunk Nation Member 
within sixty (60) Days after the date on which the Office of Tribal Enrollment publishes Notice of Eligibility for Membership.

Any felony 
conviction within the immediately preceding ten (lO)years would 
prohibit any person from serving on the Commission unless waived by 
the Legislature when the person has demonstrated and shown that his/ 
her prior activities do not pose a threat to the credibility and integrity 
of the Commission. 

v. Not an employee of a law enforcement department. 

vi. Not an immediate family member of either the Attorney General or the 
member attorney from the Department of Justice.
